Put Brakes on 


Kennedy Plan 


$1.15 M in im u m W a g e 
Bill Passed, $1.25 
Proposal Defeated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A con­ 
servative coalition in the House 
has applied the brakes to Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy’s 
economic 
pro­ 
gram by rejecting the minimum 
wage legislation he requested. 
A 
compromise 
measure 
en­ 
dorsed by the President lost by 
an eyelash, 186-185, Friday and 
the House then passed a Repub­ 
lican-backed bill drawn on a much 
narrower scale. 
The 
bill, introduced by 
Rep. 
William H. Ayres, R-Ohio, raises 
the minimum wage from $1 an 
hour to $115 for the 24 million 
employes now covered and brings 
in 1.4 million who were formerly 
uncovered. The bill now goes to 
the Senate. 
The 
administration-backed 
bill 
would have increased the wage 
to SI .25 in two steps and brought 
in 3.8 million more workers. 
The defeat of the compromise 
bill was also a bitter blow to the 
House leadership. It threw its full 
weight behind the hill but was un­ 
able 
to 
crack 
the 
better 
dis­ 
ciplined ranks of the Republican- 
Southern Democratic coalition. 
F'ewer than a half dozen Repub­ 
licans deserted the coalition on 
the key 186-185 vote, while at least 
40 
Southern 
Democrats 
joined 
with the Republican majority. 
It was a non-record vote, the 
m em bers merely standing to be 
counted. 
AU 
16 
Ohio 
House 
members 
voted for the $1.15 bill while all 
seven 
Democratic 
congressmen 
voted against. 
With the administration bill dis­ 
posed of. 48 members who had 
failed to appear for the standing 
vote showed up for a formal roll 
call on the coalition substitute, 
which was approved 216-203. On 
that vote, 26 Republicans voted 
•gainst the coalition. 
Final passage of the bill, a mere 
formality 
after 
all 
alternatives 
had been disposed of, was by a 
340-78 roll call vote. 
It 
was 
the 
second time the 
House has thwarted Kennedy on 
a minimum wage bill. Last year 
the senator sponsored much the 
sam e measure as the adm inistra­ 
tion 
proposed 
this 
year 
and 
steered it to 62-34 victory in the 
Senate. 
The House, however, followed 
the same pattern it did Friday 
and adopted a scaled-down, coali­ 
tion substitute. Neither side would 
agree to a compromise and the 
bill died.

Presser Back 


In Jail, This 


Time Legally 


WASHINGTON (AP) — William 
Presser, Ohio Teamsters Union of­ 
ficial, was in jail again today, 
serving a 60-day term for con­ 
tem pt of Congress. 
But the five days he served in 
a Cleveland jail last week don’t 
count. 
Presser, chairman of the Ohio 
Conference of Teamsters, was con 
victed here a year ago for r I ising 
to tell the Senate Labor Rackets 
Committee in 1958 whether he had 
destroyed some personal and un­ 
ion financial records that he had 
been commanded to produce. 
Last week in Cleveland the 52 
year-old union official turned him 
self in to a federal marshal. He 
said 
he 
was 
nervous, 
couldn’t 
sleep and wanted to get his jail 
sentence out of the way. 
Five days later, authorities dis­ 
covered Presser still had an ap­ 
peal pending before the Supreme 
Court. They turned him loose. 
On Monday, the Supreme Court 
turned down Presser*! appeal. He 
surrendered Friday to begin his 
term for a second time. This time 
he had a doctor’s letter saying he 
is a sick man entitled to special 
treatment. 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
said Friday he was investigating 
whether it was the custom 
in 
Cleveland to put people in jail 
without commitment papers. 


First Manned Space Flight 


May Be Only 6 Weeks Away 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— Manned space flight is a step 
closer — possibly only six weeks 
away — following the successful 
launching of a Redstone missile 
carrying a mock space capsule. 
Officials emphasized, however, 
that more tests, including at least 
one more rocket launch, remain 
before an American astronaut can 
take 
a 
short 
suborbital 
rocket 
flight. 
The sleek Redstone boosted the 
dummy capsule 115 miles high 
and 311 miles down range Friday 
in a test designed to prove out 
changes made in the rocket as 
a result of flaws which developed 
when Ham the space chimp rode 
aloft on a short space trip in Ja n ­ 
uary. 
The 
most 
serious malfunction 
on the Ham shot — a faulty en­ 
gine thrust regulator — apparent­ 
ly worked perfectly Friday. 
Dr. Kurt 
Delres, head of the N a­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration

operations, 
said if careful analysis of data 
shows 
the 
Redstone 
performed 
smoothly,

U.S. Launches 


New Satellite 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
■—A Thor-Delta rocket knifed sky­ 
ward today in an attem pt to pro­ 
pel a payload deep into space to 
study mysterious magnetic fields 
and the intensity of solar winds. 
The 
launch 
was 
designed 
to 
hurl a 78-pound satellite into a 
highly 
elliptical 
orbit 
ranging 
from 94 miles to more than 120,- 
000 miles above the earth. Its 
finding could help map the safest 
route for man to follow on his 
future journeys into space. 
The satellite itself looked much 
like an old-fashioned potato mash­ 
er, with a sphere-topped rod ex­ 
tending from a cylinder base. It 
is 52 inches high. 
Because of the extreme cigar­ 
shaped orbit sought, the satellite 
was to make one sweep around 
the globe in 111 hours—more than 
4*4 days—compared to the nor­ 
mal satellite circuit of two hours 
or less. 


MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet Un­ 
ion today successfully orbited and 
brought 
back to 
earth 
another 
animal-carrying space ship. Mos­ 
cow Radio said it carried a dog 
and other small creatures. 
The launching w as a repeat per­ 
formance of a March ll Sputnik, 
when a dog was rocketed into or­ 
bit and brought back safely. That 
Sputnik weighed 4,700 kilograms 
( 10,360 pounds). 
Moscow 
Radio 
said 
today’s 
space ship weighed just about the 
sam e — 4,695 kilograms (10.329 
pounds)—indicating the two may 
have been similar models. 
The dog was nam ed Zvesdochka 
(Little Star), and the announce­ 
ment said “ preliminary investiga­ 
tion 
of the landed 
space ship- 
satellite have shown the condition 
of the experimental animal is nor­ 
mal.” 
Today’s announcement, read re­ 
peatedly on domestic broadcasts 
of Moscow Radio, hailed the new' 
launching 
as “ another 
magnifi­ 
cent victory of Soviet science and 
technique.” 
That was the introductory sen­ 
tence. The rest of the announce­ 
ment said: “ The fifth Soviet satel­ 
lite space shin was put into orbit 
around the earth on March 25, 
1961. On the sam e day the satel­ 
lite space ship landed on com­ 
mand from the earth in a prede­ 
termined area of the Soviet Un­ 
ion.” 
Soviet authorities have insisted 
human astronauts never would be 
shot into space until their safe re­ 
turn to earth is guaranteed. 
The launching took place three 
days before a meeting of the Com- 
munist-hloc military alliance, the 
Warsaw Pact, is due to open in 
Moscow. 
In past months Soviet scientists 
have repeatedly said much test­ 
ing and experimenting is neces­ 
sary before a man can he put 
into space safely. Similar state­ 
ments 
were 
made 
after

launching earlier this month. 


HONG KONG (AP) — If Amer­ 
ican troops go into Laos, they will 
bog down blere for years to come. 
It’s that kind of country. 
Most 
military 
experts 
agree 
there is no quick or easy victory 
for anti-Communist forces in that 
rugged landlocked kingdom. 
Treacherous swamps and jungle 
in the south and soaring peaks 
and precipitous mountain trails in 
the north provide ideal terrain for 
hit-and-run guerrilla w arfare such 
as the pro-Communist rebels have 
been waging there for the last IO 
years. 
American military men believe 
U.S. Marines or American troops 
specially trained in jungle war­ 
fare could drive the main pro­ 
com munist forces back. or maybe 
even out of the country. 
But U.S. forces would have to 
garrison Lais from then on if they 
wanted to keep 
it 
outside the 
Communist orbit. 
They would have to shoulder the 
burden 
of 
fighting 
before and 
after victory, in the opinion of 
most responsible Western observ­ 
ers. 
They would have to fight on 
Laotian terms, packing weapons 
and rations on their backs be­ 
cause the terrain in most places 
is too rugged to haul anything 
bigger. 
There are few’ roads in Laos, 
and most of these turn to mud 
under the driving monsoon rains 
just ahead. 
Retreating 
Communist 
forces 
wmuld 
leave 
isolated 
guerrilla 
bands 
and 
mountain - dwelling 
tribesmen in the hills to harass 
the American rear. 
The royal capital of Luang Pra- 
bang, 
the 
northern 
Communist 
base of Sam Neua and most vil­ 
lages 
and 
strongpoints 
in 
the 
northern 
Laos 
are 
cupped 
by 
mountains. They’re at the mercy 
of any guerrilla force that holds 
the 
commanding 
hillsides. 
The 
hillsides 
are 
practically 
impos­ 
sible to flush. 
Additionally, Laos’ 600-mile bor­ 
der with Red China and Commu­ 
nist North Viet Nam in the north 
would pose a constant threat of 
Communist invasion 
or, 
at the 
very least, raids across the bor­ 
der. 
Most 
European 
observers be­ 
lieve the l Tnited States could not 
rely on the easy-going fun-loving 
Laotian people to fight any deter­ 
mined 
anti-Communist 
w ar 
for 
them. It is not, they say, a m at­ 
ter of military equipment but of 
basic human attitudes. 
Laotians, from farm ers to Cab­ 
inet ministers to generals, have 
never been a warlike race. They 
have had IO years of war and, 
though most of them treat it as 
a 
sport rather than a lifeand­ 
death struggle, they want no more 
of it. 
At the height of the current 


crisis 
this 
week 
the 
Laotians 
showed they are more interested 
in fun and games than war. 
The rebel - threatened adminis­ 
trative capital of Vientiane was 
a fairyland of fireworks, colored 
lights, 
parades, 
and 
elaborate 
neon-lit floats happily poking fun 
at weapons of war. 
This was the Laotian way of 
celebrating army day. 
The pro-Communist Pathet Lao 
are 
a 
different 
breed, 
brain­ 
washed, 
trained 
and 
directed 
by dedicated Communist cadres. 
Their rank and file would probab­ 
ly just as soon trade their rifles 
in for plowshares, but they’re too 
closely 
supervised 
by 
Commu­ 
nists for that. 
All 
of 
which 
disregards 
the 
over all political considerations in­ 
volved. 
For if American troops 
move into Laos en masse they 
could well trigger a counterinva­ 
sion by Chinese Communist and 
Communist Vietminh troops. 
And if that happens, both sides 
would have a hard tim e prevent­ 
ing a civil war from spilling over 
into a general Southeast Asia war.

Loss of Tax 


On Smokes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Tie 
state 
is probing the 
possibility 
that several distributors evaded 
paym ent of the state tax on mil­ 
lions of packages of cigarettes. 
The tax comes to five cents per 
pack. 
That means that for every mil­ 
lion packs sold without the tax 
being paid, the state stands to 
lose $50,000. 
Meanwhile, the Tax Department 
has sent teams of auditors into 
northern Ohio to check records of 
four distributors s u s p e c t e d of 
evading the cigarette tax pay­ 
ments. 
A department official said the 
four distributors are as large or 
larger than Sharwell Tobacco Co. 
of Columbus. Sharwell already hajj 
been assessed $941,754, and penal­ 
ized an additional $141,263, on the 
departm ent’s claim that the firm’s 
books failed to disclose tax pay 
ments on 19 million packs of cig 
arettes. 
The department arrived at the 
19 million figure by comparing the 
number of cigarettes the company 
claims to have distributed in a 19 
month period against the number 
that manufacturers’ records show 
was shipped Sharwell. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The gen­ 
eral principle that what goes up 
must come down apparently does 
not apply to people’s living costs. 
That's what a Labor Depart­ 
ment official explained Friday in 
reporting that living costs climbed 
back to a record level in Feb­ 
ruary. 


Robert J. Myers, the depart­ 
m ent’s price statistics chief, was 
asked why prices don’t come tum ­ 
bling down whim so many people 
are unemployed and demand for 
consumer items has presumably 
slackened somewhat. 


Myers replied that demand has 
not 
slackened 
much 
for 
many 
consumer requirements—food for 
example. Food is the biggest fac­ 
tor 
in 
living 
cost 
calculations 
Costs to producers 
haven’t 
de­ 
clined, either, he remarked. 
Labor Department 
s t u d i e s , 
Myers said, indicate there are too 
many built-in cost factors, such 
as labor contracts and other com 
mitmentg that keep cost elements 
from 
diminishing even in rela­ 
tively poor times. 


Consumer prices rose one-tenth 
of one per cent in February to 
reach the prior living cost peak 
set in December. A slight decline 
recorded in D e c e rn b e r, first 
monthly 
drop 
in 
a 
year, 
was 
wiped out. 


The departm ent’s February in­ 
dex is 127.5 per cent of the 1947- 
49 average living cost level. This 
means it now costs 27*4 cents 
more to buy what a dollar would ' 
get then. 
In 20 years the eon- I 
sum er price level has more than . 
doubled. 


Higher costs of medical care 
and food, Myers said, were the 
“chief culprits” in the February

These chem ­ 
icals have given good results the 
past two years at the agriculture 
experim ent station.

INORGANIC arsenicals, calcium 
arsenate, lead arsenate, mixtures, 
have been used for years to pre­ 
vent crabgrass. They have howev­ 
er been erratic in station tests, giv­ 
ing good results in some locations 
and poor results in others 
Arsenicals appear on the m arket 
under various trade nam es in pell­ 
eted and powdery form s. Lawns 
treated with arsenicals should be 
watered after application to wash 


the g r a s s free of m aterial, re­ 
ducing danger to children and pets. 
Since trade nam es vary in the 
per cent of active ingredients, fol­ 
low the directions for rate on pack­ 
age used. Other directions should 
also be carefully read and follow­ 
ed. 
Crabgrass control chemicals 
will not replace good manage­ 
ment. Unless there is sufficient 
permanent grass to take over af­ 
ter removing the crabgrass, a re­ 
seeding program is the first or­ 
der of business. 
The crabgrass problem can be 
kept to a 
minimum 
by 
cutting 
bluegrass lawns two inches high ar 
higher and fertilizing m oderately, 
the two - inch h e i g h t of the 
bluegrass will p r o v i d e enough 
shade to the soil surface that crab­ 
grass will not survive because 
of lack of sunshine.

He receives ll cents 
of the 25 cents you pay f<*r a 
quart of milk .and 29 cents for 
the cotton that goes into a man’s 
$4 business shirt. 
Other commodities requiring less 
processing such as eggs and meat, 
return a higher portion of the con­ 
sum er’s dollar to the farm er. 
What happens to the rest of the 
money?

cessing line. These middlemen op­ 
erate in competition with each oth­ 
er. and the cost price squeeze of­ 
ten is as real to them as it is the 
farmer. They know that should 
their pay get out of line that some­ 
one else is ready to step in and 
do the job cheaper. 
Consider all the workers involv­ 
ed in putting a loaf of bread on the 
shelf of your local store. The farm ­ 
er produces the wheat and hauls 
it to the local elevator. There he 
receives 2.4 cents for the wheat 
it takes to make a loaf of bread. 
The local e l e v a t o r moves the 
wheat to a terminal elevator, t h e 
terminal elevator to a miller and 
the miller to the baker. 
The baker then delivers the 
bread to your store. 
Each in turn takes out his pay 
for the value he has added to the 
wheat. By the time the wheat 
has reached the grocery shelf in 
the form of bread, these add**d 
values total more than 16 cents. 
Who pays for these added val­ 
ues? You do. But the fact that you 
buy the bread, baked, sliced and 
wrapped, indicates that you want 
all these values ani are willing to 
pay for them. The same goes for 
many other items which start with 
the farm but pass through many, 
many hands before they finally 
end up in your home.

careful in putting fertilizer where 
it will do the most good. 
Improperly p l a c e d fertiliz­ 
er can cause germination injury 
to seed as salt concentrations 
build up in the soil around the 
seed. 
Suggestions for applying fertiliz­ 
er to different crops are: 
Corn — place the fertilizer in 
side band, two inches to the side 
and two inches below 
the seed. 
Without high rates of fertilization 
today much of this fertilizer is 
broadcast and plowed down.

IN CORN following com we need 
in the neighborhood of IOO of actual 
nitrogen 
to 
produce 
desirable 
yields. This we know may be more 
than we want to apply in the row. 
If we apply all of our fertilizer 
plowdown we still need a starter 
fertilizer, 
even if available nutri­ 
ents are high. 
For example, the early growth 
of the com plant is essentially all 
leaves. Leaf 
growth

usually 
complete before the end of July. 
In July the stalk begins to grow 
until the t a s s e l emerges and 
sheds pollen. Just prior to pollina­ 
tion the husks, silks and cobs be­ 
gin to grow. After pollination is 
complete, essentially all dry m at­ 
ter accumulation is in the grain.

Fertilization practices should 
provide a small amount ofnutri 
ents in a position readily access­ 
ible to the very young plants to 
•promote early growth and the 
formation of large healthy leav­ 
es. This is especially important 
on soils that are cold and wet 
in e a r l y spring. Heavier appli­ 
cation to supply nutrients during 
July and August when the plants 
take up larger amounts of nutri­ 
ents should be plowed down so 
they are in a zone of moist soil 
and available to the plants even 
when the surface soil is dry. 
When 
seeding 
legumes, 
they 
should be band seeded, placing the 
fertilizer abou tone inch directly 
above the fertilizer band. 
When seeding small grains and 
the rate of 
application 
exceeds 
70 pounds of nitrogen plus potash, 
broadcast the additional amount 
before seeding. 
Fertilizer applications on mead­ 
ows can be made by topdressing, 
but wdien starting new meadows 
use the band seeding method. 


For the past two weeks we have 
been talking about water and de­ 
tergents in laundering. Another im­ 
portant aspect in 
laundering 
is 
bleaching. 
Well-washed 
and 
well rinsed 
clothes will need only an occas­ 
ional bleach. Exceptions might 
be articles that are heavily soil­ 
ed, such as hand towels, some 
work clothes, and clothes worn 
by a crawling child. 
Bleaching will not remove soap 
curd which often is the cause of 
yellowing 
or 
graying. 
Chlorine 
bleach in “ rusty” water tends to 
make iron stains worse. 
Using bleach in wash water is 
preferable to bleaching separately 
later. It. is hest not to put chlorine 
bleach in soapy, hard water, but 
it is all right to use it with syn­ 
thetic detergents. Chlorine reacts 
with soap to form curd. 
Do not use chlorine bleach with 
a detergent that contains a floures- 
cent dye. This combination may 
yellow the fabric. 
Chlorine-type bleach should be 
used cautiously — never on silk, 
wool, acetate, or resin treated 
fabrics, since it causes yellowing 
and fa ric splitting. New finishes 
being developed will be tolerant 
to 
chlorine. 
Dry 
chlorine-type 
bleach is safer, more convenient, 
and more expensive than tht liq­ 
uid type. 
*

* 
POWDERED perborate - 
type 
bleaches are mild and may be usd 
on resin treated fabrics, but be­ 
come effective only at high tem ­ 
peratures. Examples of perborate 
bleaches are Snowy and Drexol. 
Examples of chlorine bleaches are 
Chlorox, Whit Sail, and Beads-O- 
Bleach. 
Be sure to read the label on a 
garment to know what type bleach­ 
ing may be used. 
Bleach will work best in water 
of at least 140 degrees F. and of 
a slightly alkeline nature. There­ 
fore, do the bleaching in hot wash 
water to which detergent has been 
added. 
Bleach should be measured care­ 
fully, about three-fourths cup of 
chlorine 
bleaching 
fluid 
to 
IO 
gallons of hot wash water. At least 
two rinses — three are better — 
should follow the bleach. Bleach 
left in the fabric may cause yel­ 
lowing in the dryer or from the 
heat of the iron. 
Bluing is not necessary. It does 


not whiten clothes but simply cov­ 
ers the discoloring which may be 
avoided by using proper washing 
methods. If you want to use blu­ 
ing, use the type that is combin­ 
ed with synthetic detergents or 
soap flakes and use it in the wash 
water. This type does not combine 
with soap residue to form rust 
spots. 
Most soaps and synthetic de­ 
tergents contain a fluorescent 
dye to make white clothes look 
whiter and colors brighter. Ef­ 
fectiveness of these seem to vary

If it does survive, it may be only 
the first step toward countering a m ajor 
factor in increasing farm production — the 
use of fertilizer and irrigation to increase 
yields per acre.

Don't Appease the British 


In Washington early next month Prim e 
M inister M acmillan of Britain is expected 
to argue for bringing Red China into the 
United Nations. All previous adm inistra­ 
tions, Congress and the American people 
have resisted such a move, and President 
Kennedy has expressed grave doubts. 
Judging by the current talk in Britain, 
all the old argum ents for adm itting Red 
China will be dusted off and brought out 
again. One of them is that no disarm a­ 
m ent agreement would be worth anything 
without Red China. Or with Red China, op­ 
ponents of adm ission retort. 
But the argum ent that really m ust be 
heard to be believed is that Red China is 
dependent upon Soviet economic and tech­ 
nical aid, which gives Moscow an effect­ 
ive spy network in China. That would pro­ 
vide the surveillance, goes this argum ent, 


to m ake sure that China lives up to a dis­ 
arm am ent 
agreem ent. 
That 
argum ent 
could hardly be im proved upon if it cam e 
directly from the K rem lin. 
As a UN member Red China would have 
m ore difficulty penetrating Southeast Asia 
and taking over Indonesia, it is also argu­ 
ed. but no explanation of this contention is 
offered. 
The British make the further point that 
Red China must have Nationalist China’s 
seat in the UN. All the propaganda for 
“recognizing’’ and “adm itting” Red China 
boils down to appeasem ent at its worst. 
To accom m odate the British point of 
view , the U. S. would have to change its 
entire Far East policy. That would lay the 
K ennedy administration open to a charge 
of being soft on com m unism .

The idea of a P eace 
Corps is 
prem ised on the assum ption that 
th e United States has something 
to contribute to the lives of other 
peoples. Digging ditches is not per- 
cisely a very valuable contribution, 
nor is it of trem endous significance 
th at an athlete com es am ong peo­ 
ple who are runners because they 
have no vehicles to carry them. 
However, there is a part of the 
A m erican population that is ex­ 
perienced, 
com petent 
and 
able. 
They have experience because they 
hay d e v o t e d about 40 years 
of their lives to som e particular 
operation: they are com petent be- 
c a u s e they have been continu­ 
ously retained in their field; they 
are still able because in our coun­ 
try men are not r e t i r e d from 
th eir work because they are sick 
or feeble, or incom petent, but ar­ 
bitrarily at a specific age either to 
satisfy a legislative dictum or to 
fulfill the requirem ents of an in­ 
surance contract. 
For 
instance, th ere 
are thou­ 
sands of men who have served in 
the Army, Navy, and Air F o r c e 
for long periods who are required 
to retire by law. U sually, thesa ara 
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highly trained 
and 
skilled 
hu­ 
m an beings. Why not put these in 
the P e a c e Corps rather than out 
to pastu re as is done now adays? 
M any men and women are forc­ 
ed to retire at the ages of 62 or 
65 because that is the p e n s i o n 
fund arrangem ent. This group in­ 
cludes successful businessm en, en­ 
gineers. scientists, university pro­ 
fessors and almost every k i n d of 
person you can think of. T hese peo­ 
ple have needed s k i l l s , p artic­ 
ular abilities which no ea g er beav­ 
er just out of c o 11 e g e can have 
because 
he 
has not 
lived long 
enough 
or 
benefited 
by 
so ex­ 
tensive an experience. W hen to the 
enthusiasm of youth is added the 
experience of age, a task has 
a 
chance of being successful. 
Why not 
mobilize these 
older 
men and women to be 
a 
Peace 
Corps, to aid c o u n t r i e s that 
need experts more than they need 
enthusiasm ? Why not send over­ 
age doctors into areas that could 
benefit by skilled physicians and 
surgeons? 
Why 
not 
send 
engineers 
into 
countries 
that 
need 
bridges or 
dam s or irrigation0 Why not send 
over age professors to 
teach 
in 
universities which are short of ad­ 
equate faculty? 
This appears to me m ore p rac ti­ 
cal than to send team s of very 
young, very enthusiastic, and very 
inexperienced boys and girls into 
difficult countries where one word 
can do m ore mischief than a hun­ 
dred cannons. 
The missionaries sent to various 
countries from the United States 
were m uch like the p r o p o s e d 
Peace Corps, except th a t those 
who w ent into backward countries 
expected to spend all their lives 
there. They 
devoted 
them selves 
unstintingly and 
perm anently 
to 
their t a s k s . There was not talk

The arm ory was to be built on 
land already acquired and which 
must be used for that purpose by 
1966. Windom said. There would 
be no federal matching fund* for 
the building. 
“ We do need it badly.’ Windom 
told the board. “ The arm ory qow 
is located in an old leased store­ 
room. for which $2,400 a year is 
paid. ’ He also said that Logan is 
a depressed area 
and 
that this 
project would help the economy 
there. 
He asked for 
the 
transfer 
of 
funds from allocations m ade for 
other arm ories elsewhere in the 
state which cannot be built now. 
The request needed four votes 
for approval. It lost 
by a 3-2 
vote. 
Clinton 
V. 
Osier, 
assist­ 
ant 
state finance director, 
and 
ben. William H. Deddens, R-Cin- 
cm nati, voted against it.

(AP)—Easter is 
a housewife’s holiday in Russian- 
American 
homes 
in 
Ohio 
and 
elsewhere. 
All food to be eaten during the 
three-day 
celebration is cooked 
ahead of time. They set the table, 
and leave it sit for three days. 
Their Easter, according to the 
Julian calender followed by the 
Russian Orthodox 
Church, falls 
this year on April 9. 
Observance of the holiday starts 
at midnight Matins April 8. Of­ 
ficiating clergymen and the con­ 
gregation carry lighted candles in 
solemn 
procession 
around 
the 
church three times, then go inside 
for the service. 
To this church service, families 
traditionally 
bring a basket of 
food with samples of everything 
to be eaten during the three days. 
The priest blesses the baskets, 
proclaiming an end of the long 
lenten fast. 
Then, home they go for break­ 
fast. Blessed candles are lighted, 
and everyone 
sits down to

hearty meal of bread, meat, hard­ 
boiled eggs and a beverage. 
Only meats which can be eaten 


cold are prepared for the other 
meals. There are roasts of veal. 
baked ham, beef and pork—and 
of 
course, 
kolbasa,

sausage 
made of veal and pork. 
There also is bread—big golden j 
loaves of babka, a special white ; 
bread, and paskha, a rich dessert. |

cheese, 
cheescake.

horseradish with beets, ripe olives 
and colored eggs, 
A mother of four in suburban ! 
Lakew'ood, born in Moscow and 
brought to this country by her j

Hitting Same Cia Snags 


G ENEVA (A P )—Western hopes 
for an early treaty with the So­ 
viets on banning nuclear weapons 
tests appeared today running into 
the same old snags that have 
plagued the talks for 2l,2 years.
